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THE WORKHOUSE MATRON IN 
_THE SICK WARDS 


HE development of the question of the 
position of the workhouse matron at the 
East Stonehouse Union (erroneously referred to 
in our issue of September 25th as East Stoneham) 
in regard to the sick is interesting, and also some- 
what mystifying if the Poor Law orders are ana- 
lysed. We do not learn what reply has been 
received from the L.G.B. as to the inquiry of 
the Guardians whether the matron was right in her 
supposition that the Medical Inspector considered 
her responsible for the care of the sick during the 
absence of the head nurse, but the Clerk, it 
seems, has informed the Board that “the matter 
of the matron’s duties had received his attention, 
and he had found that unless she was qualified 
asa nurse she could not assume the functions of 
the head nurse in the absence of the latter.” 
Jn what ground did the Medical Inspector 


orm-the matron that she was responsible, and 
o tell the other nurse that she was under the 
vorkhouse matron? One article in the Poor Law 
order declares it to be the duty of the matron to 
Supervise and control the female officers, assis- 
tants,” &c., and another instruction is that she 





shall observed all directions given 
by the Medical Officer in regard to the treatment 
and nursing of the sick.” 

Then there comes a proviso that if a head nurse 
is appointed and “the matron does not possess the 
qualification prescribed for that office, the head 
nurse shall in matters relating to the treatment 
and nursing of the sick act immediately under the 
directions of the Medical Officer.” The regulation 
that the workhouse matron shall “supervise and 
control the female officers (whether she be trained 
or otherwise) still holds good, although the head 
nurse is to “act immediately under the directions 
of the Medical Officer” in regard to the treatment 
or nursing of the Moreover, if the work- 
house matron is a trained nurse then full power 
of interference

with the head nurse is given her. 
Besides the obviously conflicting instructions in 
the Order which readily cause overlapping and 
friction, there arises another point; the very one 
which was a prominent factor in the discussion at 
the East Union:—the very strong 
action taken by the Guardians in desiring that 
the matron should not go into the infirmary. This 
is in distinct contradiction to the orders given her 
by the L.G.B., whether she be trained or not. 

In August, 1913, Tue NursinG Times published 
the memorandum on the recent Poor Law orders 
which had been submitted by the Workhouse 
Nursing Association to the Local Government 
Board when the difficulties of this question were 
dealt with as follows :— 

Article 60.—‘‘The Association strongly urges 
that the superintendent or head nurse should have 
full control of the sick wards under the Medical 
Officer and the Guardians; and it is recommended 
that after the words ‘ The matron shall ’ should be 
added ‘ except in the sick wards.’ The unavoid- 
able overlapping of duties and the interference of 
the untrained workhouse matron with the duties 
of the trained nurse under present regulations is 
one of the chief causes of the difficulty of getting 
nurses for the Poor Law service.” 

For the sake of the workhouse matron as well 
as of the trained nurse, the respective duties of 
these officers should be clearly defined. The case 
at East Stonehouse is typical, and regulations 
which are open to such varying interpretation 
must surely be ill-judged. 

This is just one of the matters which would be 
dealt with by the proposed National Nursing 
Service under the L.G.B., a unanimous demand 
for which was made by the Conference of the 


N.U.W.W. last Tuesday (see p. 1240).

After the Queen had spoken 
to the nurses presented by Mrs. Kerr-Lawson, 
asking them various questions about their work, 
in which she showed the warmest interest, she 
expressed a wish to inspect the Hostel, which she 
did most thoroughly, and with very great interest, 
going all over the two houses. The Queen spoke 
of her great pleasure in the fact that the nurses 
have such a place of rest, and expressed herself 
thoroughly satisfied with the arrangements for 
their comfort. The fact that the Hostel takes in 
nurses from so many parts of the Empire was a 
point that specially pleased Her Majesty. 

The Queen’s wish was so thoroughly carried 
out that no one outside the Hostel had any idea 
who the visitors were. The nurses, however, gave 
Her Majesty a hearty cheer when, after signing 
her name in the Visitors’ Book, and shaking 
hands with each of the nurses, she left the build- 
ing. The nurses were evidently enchanted with 
the visit. 

The homelike atmosphere of this Hostel is 
always: delightful, and the nurses appreciate 
especially the absence of rules. “There is not a 
rule to break!” one exclaimed to her friend on 
arriving.

THE MEDICAL JOURNALS 


N an interesting and incidentally very witty 

article in The Lancet of September 25th Sir 
James Goodhart points out that “furred tongue ” 
is not always due to a deranged stomach. He de- 
scribes cases in which this symptom is caused by 
a disordered state of nerve control; this interferes 
with the natural processes that keep the mouth 
wholesome—“the parts become fevered, the 
mucous membrane dry, the nerves irritated, and 
taste is perverted.” 

“ Neurasthenia Gastrica ” is the title of a paper 
by Dr. J. Campbell McClure in the same paper. 
Discussing rest cures, he says—‘ The aura of ill- 
ness, the rigid and often senseless routine, and the 
pervading gossip of maladies and doctors which 
go to make up the atmosphere of some nursing 
homes are in no way helpful to a patient who is 
sensitive, introspective, frequently intellectual, 
and nearly always easily depressed.” The diet he 
recommends is coffee and milk, toast and butter 
at 8; clear soup or fish, mutton or fowl at 1; and 
a similar meal at 6.30. A glass of water at 11, 
at 4, and at night, but nothing between meals, 
and no early cup of tea. 

The medical journals are, of course, full of 
articles on war surgery.

EVENTS OF THE WEEK 
October 6th, 1915 


~ IR JOHN FRENCH reports that the Germans 

have made almost continuous bombardments of oy 
lines north-west of Hullich. The fighting has bee, 
severe; we have maintained our positions, except on 
the extreme left, where the Germans retook about 159 
yards. Elsewhere we consolidated our position. The 
enemy fired a mine under our trenches on the Menin 


Road and gained a footing in our front line, but later | 


most of this ground was recovered. During the last 
seven days our aircraft has been very active. There 
have been seventeen air-combats, in only one of which 
was our machine worsted. In air attacks on railways, 
lines have been damaged in fifteen different places. 
In a later report Sir John French says that after 
another heavy bombardment of our lines, the enemy 
succeeded in retaking some ground on our left. ’ 

The German losses in last week’s big battle are 
given as 120,000 (including 25,000 prisoners). In 
Champagne alone, the French took 121 guns. The 
British took 23, making in all 144. 

The Belgian coast has again been bombarded, and 
Zeebrugge is completely isolated. 

In Artois, east of Souchez, and east and south-east 
of Neuville, the French have made further progress, 
In Champagne, also, they have extended their gains 
to the north of Mesnil and of Massiges. The Ger. 
mans made a very strong resistance and used suffocat- 
ing shells. The French pierced the German second 
line at places; they are now established close to the 
German second line over a front of seven and a half 
miles. The Allies’ aerial offensive has been very 
marked. Vouzier, an important German base, said 
to be the Crown Prince’s headquarters, and Challer- 
ange, an important railway junction, were effectively 
bombarded. ; 

There have been violent attacks in the Lorraine 
and in the Vosges, but the Germans have made no 
gains. 

The tide seems to have turned in Russia. The 
Russian Headquarters Staff reports that many engage- 
ments have been crowned with success; the spirit of 
their troops is excellent, and the position of their 
armies favourable. At some points the Russians stil] 
retreat, but at others they advance, and all along 
their line is steadier. There is still a continuous 
bombardment of Dwinsk, but it holds out, and in 
attacks the Germans have lost heavily. The Austro 
German forces claim some success in the south. 

Information has been received that German and 
Austrian officers have arrived in Bulgaria to direct 
the Bulgarian army. The army is now massed on 
the Serbian and Greek frontiers. A large Austro- 
German force under von Mackensen is also concet- 
trated on the Serbian frontier. As the King of Bw- 
garia assured the Allies that he was to observe an 
armed neutrality, the Russian Government sent him 
a 24-hours’ ultimatum to dismiss the foreign officers 
and demobilise. The time limit has expired, and no 
answer has been received. A Franco-British force has 


landed at Salonica and is pushing north to defend | 


Serbia, and Russian warships are off Varna in the 
Black Sea. 

An Italian battleship was blown up and the Admiral, 
officers, and about 400 men were killed. 

A British force has gained a victory over the Turks 
in Mesopotamia; 1,650 prisoners were taken, and we 
are now 100 miles nearer Bagdad. 

A train dashed into an artillery company going of 
duty at the Forth Bridge; the officer in charge and

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HE great predisposing causes of infective 
Dw malignant endocarditis are rheumatism 
and any fevers and conditions giving rise to a 
septicemia, such as pneumonia, scarlet fever, 
open infected wounds, pyorrhea, purulent dis- 
charges from mucous membranes. In many cases 
there is already an existing endocarditis, or old 
valvular lesion, and in all cases organisms enter 
the blood from some point of infection, and so 
seach the valves of the heart. The actual organ- 
isms can be isolated from a specimen of blood 
taken Irom the patient, sterile syringe and needle 


being used, and no antiseptic to clean the skin, 
which is usually rubbed up well with ether. 
Staphylococci, streptococci and pneumococci ar

The whole of arterial system is infected, 
and smali particl2s from the valves form emboli,

The prognosis is bad in that rarely 
takes place, and that the illness tends to be a long- 
continued time of distress and suffering.

ordinary endocarditis if the temperature were 
raised intermittently, such being unac- 
counted for by fresh joint pains or other evidences 
of rheumatism. 

The patient should be nursed in flannel gown 
and between blankets, and kept entirely in 
all exertion is to be avoided. 

An embolus in the brain may cause partial or 
complete hemiplegia, sometimes with aphasia.

The hand and forearm sometimes t nd to con- 
tract and to become very stiff; care should be 
taken in washing to dry thoroughly between the 
fingers, and in some eases a suitable straight 
splint should be applied The feet should be 
propped up at rgnt angles to the legs by a good 
firm pillow, or il this be unsatisfactory the legs 
may be put up in back splints with foot pieces 
It should be borne in mind that spl nts must be 
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FIRMLY IN ORDER TO WEDGE UP THE FOOT 
PAD OR RING PAD MADE OF WOOL AND BANDAGE 
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very well padded; they must be removed daily, 
and the joints manipulated. If back splints be 
used the legs should be raised slightly on.a wedge 
pillow, so that the thigh muscles are slightly 
relaxed; the knees must not be over-extended. 

Kidneys.—The urine should be carefully 
measured and a daily specimen kept, and urine 
different in appearance being kept separately. 
Pain in the lumbar region with hematuria usually 
indicates an infarct in the kidney. This may be 
transitory or it may give rise to a definite nephri- 
tis or it may suppurate. Application of heat may 
relieve the pain, which is often very severe. 

Eyes.—Hemorrhages may occur in the retine, 
and optic neuritis may be present. Any com- 
plaint of failing sight should be noted. 

Lungs.—Infarcts in the lungs may cause sud- 
den dyspnea and death. Septic pneumonia, 
abscesses, and hemoptysis may occur, as well as 
pleurisy and empyema. Epistaxis frequently 
occurs. 

Skin.—Small hemorrhagic spots may appear 
near the axille and groins. When nursing a case 
of this description the condition of the skin gives 
rise’-to a great deal of anxiety. Small emboli 
block off an area of skin, and the organisms 
present in the blood give rise to a suppurating 
gangrenous patch which rapidly spreads. These 
patches form even in places where pressure is at 
a minimum, but they are greatly increased by 
pressure, and they appear very suddenly; one foot 
resting on the other for an hour is quite sufficient 
to start one; therefore the patient should be 
nursed from the first on a carefully-filled water- 
bed, and not allowed to remain in one position 
for any length of time, the parts released being 
thoroughly rubbed to restore circulation. 

If splints be used they must be carefully ad- 
justed, wool put on absolutely smoothly, and 
bandages very evenly applied. 

The patch of skin looks a deep dusky red at 
first, does not lose its colour on rubbing, and 
rapidly becomes purple. The centre part sloughs 
out eventually, leaving an ulcer of depth varying 
according to the position. There may be only 
one such patch or there may be many, but more 
often than not they appear over the sacrum, and 
when the slough separates it may be found to 
have eaten right through the deeper tissues, 
exposing the vertebre. 





a 

The great principle of treatment is to keep the 
part perfectly dry until the slough has separated 
and come away. This is not easy, but a good 
drying powder is boracic, 1 part; zine oxide 
3 parts; starch, 6 parts; or, better still is a miy. 
ture of pulv. boric acid and salicylic acid. Whey 
the slough begins to separate there is often a 
purulent discharge from under the edges, and it 
is difficult to prevent the wound from enlarging; 
care must be taken not to pull at all on the 
slough, which is sometimes very thick. 

The clean edges may be packed with anti. 
septic gauze; the pus burrows sometimes under 
the superficial layers, and two patches will be 
found to communicate. A very satisfactory treat. 
ment is to apply triple strength saline fomenta. 
tions to the whole of the wound. This certainly 
has a stimulating effect on the more healthy 
surrounding tissues, and seems to act as a deo- 
dorant as well; it keeps the wound clean, and 
prevents it spreading; sodium chloride, 5iii, t 
water,©1, applied in the same way as an ordinary 
hot boracic fomentation. Care must be taken 
not to infect the wound with any other organism; 
it is better not to use antiseptic solutions too 
strong. 

Red lotion when the wound is clean helps to 
stimulate, but the difficulty in these cases seems 
to be to get it clean. More often than not 
vitality and resistance are so low that little chance 
of healing can be hoped for. The progress of the 
bed-sore is often quite a good indication of the 
progress of the patient’s general condition. 

These unhappy cases call forth all a nurse’s tact 
and sympathy, and she must always be on the 
alert and ready for emergency. Though there is 
little hope of a cure, much may be done to make 
the patient comfortable and happy, and this is 
very important. Unfortunately it is often people 
who have been active who have to endure these 
long, wearisome illnesses. This is a point which 
unhappily nurses sometimes forget. Yet it surely 
requires very little imagination to realise the 
awful limitations such a person must feel and the 
mental effect of that condition. 

The diet should be a nourishing one, but heavy 
meals should be avoided; little and often is the 
best policy, and the food should be as varied as 
possible.

WEEK-END visit paid by our representative to the 
new auxiliary military hospital at Percy House 
Schools, Isleworth, revealed a remarkable state of pre- 
paredness for the reception of patients at the beginning 
of the present week. Miss G. Townend, the matron, 
knew from past experience exactly what was required in 
such a hospital, and her advice was freely sought and 
generously acted upon by the V.A.D. committee in all 
matters connected with the staffing of the institution. 
Thus we find that not only has Miss Townend gathered 
around her an excellent band of fully trained nurses, 
but she has pressed into willing service the assistance of 
five V.A. Detachments from the surrounding districts.

Miss Townend with fourteen trained Canadian nurses,

The matron of the 
former is Miss Mildred, and of the latter Miss E. Wright. 
Each matron chooses her own trained staff, drawing on the 
resources of Lancashire. 

The Joint Committee of the British Red Cross Society 
and the Order of St. John of Jerusalem has decided to 
devote October 2lst, the anniversary of the day the two 
Societies joined forces, to raising funds for the work of 
the Societies. The day is to be called ‘‘Our Day,” and it 
is hoped it will be a world-wide movement to help the 
British wounded.

LEAGUE 


VALEDICTORY MEETINGS. 


Tis valedictory meetings of this society were held on 
Friday, October Ist, at University Hall, Gordon 
Square, W.C. The league has some 350 members doing 
war work, 50 abroad (Malta, Egypt, France, and Serbia), 
and 300 on home service. Two nurses, Miss Johncock 
and Miss Croft, were nursing at the Edinboro’ medical 
mission at Nazareth when it was taken over by the Turks, 
so they now are nursing our enemies. Some of the 
members are in Zanzibar, but their whereabouts are not 
known. 

The morning meeting was mainly devoted to prayer and 
the religious aspect of the league, but Mrs. Weir, who 
works with her husband, Dr. Hugh Weir, in Korea 
addressed the meeting on the great need for workers in 
that peninsula. 

In the afternoon a conversazione was held, at which, 
in the unavoidable absence of Major Arthur Neve, 
F.R.C.S. (R.A.M.C., and of Kashmir), Miss Frodsham, 
now about to proceed to Quetta, who trained at Bart’s. 
and has passed some three or four years working at 
Multan in the Punjab, addressed the members. Miss 
Frodsham emphasised the great need for women workers 
in India, a need increased by the war, as many thousands 
of women and children have been left by themselves. In 
that part of India in which Miss Frodsham works there 
are numberless villages without either spiritual or medical 
aid. Often when a nurse goes up into the hills for a rest 
she will instead find her work doubled, for if it is known 
that white people are in the district, and particularly 
nurses or doctors, the natives come out miles to meet 
them, and there is constant work as long as they remain. 
In the native hospitals the sister who goes out will find 
she must be “Jack of all trades.” It is not unusual for 
her to have from 30 to 100 beds under her care, with only 
native helpers to assist her. These latter are difficult to 
teach, though with time and patience they adapt them- 
selves to Western ways. It is very necessary to teach 
them oe me methods. These hospitals are ofien started 
as simple dispensaries, to which the people must at first 
be enticed, one of the difficulties being the native medicine 
men, who often do much harm and even cause loss of 
life. There is also much scope for the nurse from the 
missionary point of view. When one considers the fact 
that there are 66 million Mahommedans, to say nothing 
of other sects, in India, some of which teach most 
despondent and terrible creeds (many hold that woman 
has no soul), there is no doubt that much can be done in 
this direction. Miss Frodsham outlined the daily work 
of a sister in such hospitals, and the varied class of work 
she will be called upon to perform, such as administering 
anesthetics, attending midwifery cases outside the hos- 
pital, and teaching her native helpers. Of the class of 
disease prevalent, tuberculosis is the first; there is also 
much eye trouble and leprosy, and diseases of women in 
particular appear in very aggravated form owing to their 
own neglect and to the very long distance they often have 
to be brought. 

Miss J. Macfee, B.A. (editorial secretary) spoke of the 
League as “a great adventure.” From very small begin- 
nings, with subscriptions amounting to only £69 in 1903, 
it rose to £541 in 1914, but owing to the war was slightly 
lower in 1915. She urged members to pray for their 
fellow-workers and to do all they could to increase the 
number of members. 

At the evening meeting Professor Carless, M.S., 
F.R.C.S., expressed himself glad to be able to wish God- 
speed to the brave sisters who were leaving their country 
—at a moment when there was so much excuse for them 
to remain and tend those fighting for freedom—to heal 
suffering women in far lands. He spoke of the religious 
point of view from which they must work; they must 
not become despondent if at first things did not come up 
to their expectations, but should rather try to overcome 
their difficulties by self-denial. Every roadway in life 
was marked bv. sacrifices. 

Several of the nurses about to leave England spoke a 








few words. Miss K. Bally, trained at Mildmay Mission 
Hospital and Birkenhead, going to China, said she felt 
she was needed more there than in England, and asked 
the members to remember her in their prayers 

Miss Cameron, trained at the Royal Infirmary, Map. 
chester, also proceeding to China, said she had been long 
making up her mind, but now felt the call to go most 
imperative. She hoped to do credit to the friends she 
was leaving behind, and said that her fellow nurses jn 
the hospital where she had last been working had promised 
to contribute toward a bed in whatever hospital she might 
be nursing in in China. 

Miss A. M. Ivens, trained at the Royal Infirmary, 
Liverpool, had become inspired with a desire to work 
in India through reading a book written by a missionary 
there. She is going most probably to the West Frontier. 

Miss Frodsham said she looked upon the meeting as a 
recruiting meeting. Nurses were so badly wanted 
During her stay in England she had been working at the 
military hospital at Brockenhurst for wounded Indians, 
and the way the men begged her to go back to India was 
most touching. There were at least a dozen parts of 
India to which she might go, where these poor fellows 
had left home and family to come over to fight for “their 
King,” and where nurses were badly needed. 

Miss M. Mitchell, who has been obliged to take a long 
leave on account of health, and has with difficulty obtained 
permission to return to China, spoke warmly of her love 
for Chinese women. She has received many letters beg- 
ging her to go back. Her latest news was that they were 
without a nurse in her hospital, and her one desire was 
to be back with them. 

Miss E. F. Pitt, although not returning to China until 
February, 1916, was specially requested to speak. She 
started for Fuhning just five years ago, and had many 
interesting experiences. She was the only nurse with one 
doctor in a hospital of 116 beds. She explained that 
no operation can be done in China without a friend of 
the patient being present. Sometimes a surgeon is not 
allowed to complete his work if the friend thinks he has 
“cut off enough,” and at the best it is embarrassing to 
both operator and nurse! The Chinese never think of 
looking after their patients in the night, and express great 
wonder that a day nurse should often come round or even 
sit up with a bad case if no one else is available. 

Miss Richardson (Secretary), in speaking to the 
members, urged them to try and enlist fresh recruits and 
to rouse the sympathy of their friends for the League, 
and gave much beautiful advice from a spiritual point of 
view. 

Mr. J. Howard Cook, M.S., F.R.C.S.. who has long 
worked as a medical missionary in Uganda, spoke of the 
crying need for missionary nurses in that land. Many of 
the hospitals nearer to the fighting front had been partly 
given over to military purposes, so that there was still 
greater need for fresh workers. : ; 

After Professor Carless had left the meeting it was 
agreed that a special letter of thanks should be sent to 
him and Mrs. Carless—who was also present—and of 
sympathy in their loss, his elder son having been killed 
at the Front. 

It is to be hoped that good results may be obtained 
in new volunteers for so good a work.

CLEVELAND STREET INFIRMARY 


\ ISS LEIGH, who has been matron of the Infirmary, 
lL Cleveland Street, W.C., for fifteen years, is taking a 
rest before going to other work. The matter which she 
felt to be of the greatest importance, the continuation 
of the probationers’ training, has been satisfactorily 
settled by their transference to Holborn Infirmary, High- 
gate. Most of the trained staff had already gone on war 
duty, and those who remain will, we presume, be com- 
pensated by the L.G.B., in whose hands the decision as 
to the allocation of the now empty buildings reste. 
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A NATIONAL NURSING SERVICE 
REQUIRED 
A JLUTION urging the Local Government Board 
—in view of the unsatisfactory conditions arising 
from the understaffing of certain infirmary sick wards- 
to establish a National Nursing Service was carried un- 
animously by the Conference of the National Union of 
Women Workers on Tuesday. 

Miss Haldane, who moved the resolution, said that 
the new order récently issued by, the English Local 
Government Board did not go far enough to solve the 
problem of nursing the sick poor. Those who had to do 
with the smaller infirmaries knew the deplorable result 
of having paupers to nurse the patients. It was not 
enough that they should have official supervision. Trained 
nurses should supervise. Probably the only remedy would 
be to abolish the smaller infirmaries and bring all cases 
to the large infirmaries, which were, after all, central 
and accessible. Wherever they were taken the sick poor 
deserved to be properly nursed. The nurses in the in- 
firmaries were splendidly trained, but they drifted into 
other services. A certain number should be kept in the 
Pocr Law Service, which should be recognised as being 
a great and honourable national service. This could 
only be done by organising it from the top, as had been 
done so successfully in the case of the Army and the 
Territorial Nursing Services. The Military Nursing Ser- 
vice in this country could hardly be improved on. The 
same standard should be applied to the Poor Law In 


firmaries. Some would say this was not the time 
to begin, but it certainly was. It was not a ques 
tion of expense, but of organisation. The Local 


Government Board should be asked to call together an 
expert committee with a proper representation of women. 

Miss Amy Hughes, seconding the resolution, bore 
testimony to the excellent training given in Poor Law 
Infirmaries. She found that in private work their nurses 
were peculiarly successful with chronic cases. The sur- 
gical and medical training of nurses in general hospitals 
was splendid, but they had not the time to specialise in 
the care of chronic cases. She had seen much of the 
need of expert nurses in small infirmaries. It was really 
these small infirmaries and the conditions prevailing 
therein which prevented nurses remaining in the service. 
The only hope of retaining the well-trained nurse and 
of attracting the best type to the Poor Law Infirmaries 
was by instituting a National Nursing Service under the 
Local Government Board. She hoped that when an 
Advisory Committee was set up there would be plenty 
of expert women representatives—women who knew the 
position intimately. 

Miss Buchanan begged the Conference to include Ire- 
land in the resolution. There the majority of Poor Law 
hospitals employed nuns who were more or less untrained 
women, and who, according to the rules of their orders, 
did not work at night. This meant that the whole of the 
night duty fell on the trained nurses, who were thereby 
subjected to a severe strain. It was imperative that 
some standard of nursing should be set. 

The chairman pointed out the technical difficulty of 
so radically altering the resolution at the last minute, 
and the suggestion was dropped.

RECORD FOR MIDWIVES 


AND MATERNITY NURSES 





ERGOT (concluded) 
rT HERE is no mention of the action of ergot 
| upon the uterus till 1688, when one Camera- 
rius by name stated that a decoction of the grains 
was taken by women to hasten labour. The first 
hint of its use in obstetrics is in a French medical 
ournal, where it is stated that it was used by a 
midwife in Chaumont. But it is to Desgranges 
that the scientific world owes its first knowledge 
of the singular properties of the drug. He had 
met with midwives who from knowledge handed 
down from generation to generation used it in 
lingering labours. He himself made trials with the 
drug and recorded his observations of its action. 
It is curious to find that Madame la Chapelle, the 
great French midwife, after trying it in a con- 
siderable number of cases put it down as ineffica- 
cious. 

There is at present much literature upon the 
action and chemical composition of ergot; never- 
theless there still remain many obscurities and 
disputed points concerning it. 

The physiological effects of ergot are many and 
various. The arteries become distinctly smaller; 
the uterus becomes anemic, and the contractions 
become long and powerful, and tend to become 
tonic or continuous. The intestines also are 
blanched and excited to peristaltic action; the 
pulse-rate is at first increased and then dimin- 
ished; where an excess of ergot has been taken 
a difference of as many as thirty-six beats a 
minute is noticed; in large doses it is a gastro- 
intestinal irritant and the spinal cord is markedly 
affected, giving rise to nervous phenomena; it 
reduces the amount of urine, sweat, and milk. 
Owing to this last effect, ergot has been some- 
times given in small doses in severe cases of poly- 
galactia (excess of milk) leading to debility. 

The official preparations of ergot (British 
Pharmacopeia, 1914) are:—Ergot in powder: 
Dose, 1 to 4 grams (15 to 60 grains). Extract of 
ergot: Dose, 12 to 50 centigrams (2 to 8 grains). 
Liquid extract of ergot: Dose, 6 to 18 decimilli- 
grams (10 to 30 minims). Infusion of ergot: Dose, 
30 to 60 milligrams (1 to 2 fluid ounces). Ammoni- 
ated tincture of ergot: Dose, 2 to 4 milligrams 
(} to 1 fluid drachm). Hypodermic injection of 
ergot: Dose, 3 to 6 decimilligrams (5 to 10 
minims). 

Ergot is a drug which deteriorates if kept too 
long or exposed to damp; it is therefore enjoined 
that it should be “thoroughly dried, and kept 
entire in air-tight containers; it should not be 
used if more than a year old.” It is a scheduled 
poison, so cannot be legally sold without a doctor’s 
preseription. 

The best preparations for a praetising midwife 
are either the liquid extract or the ammoniated 








tincture ; the ammonia in the last-named is pre 
servative ; it is advisable to buy it in small quanti- 
ties only, and fresh ergot should never be added 
to stale. 

There are many other preparations of ergot on 


the market; the best known are the bulbs of 
aseptic ergot (Parke, Davis and Co.), and the 


preparations of Burroughs, Wellcome and Co. 'of 
ergot in tabloid or valoid form, and of ernutin 

which contains the active principles of ergot—in 
vaporoles or tor administration DY mouth Mhe 
price of these preparations makes them prohibi 


tive for the practising midwife, but the doct® 
may use them, and she should therefore know 
them. The “hypodermic ” injections are usuall) 


given intramuscularly. The deep muscles of the 
buttock are a suitable area; the action of the 
drug is more rapid than when it is given by 
mouth. 

Let us now consider the indications for the 
administration of ergot by a midwife. The rule 
is to give a full dose at the completion of the third 
stage of labour if the uterus does not contract and 
retract efficiently or if there is undue hemorrhage 
If labour is terminated by vigorous contractions 
ergot is unnecessary; in district practice, how 
ever, it is wise to give a dose as a prophylactic 
against post-partum hemorrhage or to leave a 
dose to be given if the patient loses too freely. In 
after-pains due to imperfect retraction ergot is 
indicated; it may first intensify the pains, but 
after the expulsion of the clots they are relieved 
If involution of the uterus is delayed during the 
puerperium, half a drachm of the ammoniated 
tincture of ergot diluted with water three times 
a day hastens the process; it is also indicated i) 
secondary post-partum hemorrhage 

In cases of emergency a midwife is justified in 
giving ergot in ante-partum hemorrhage provided 
there be no danger of obstruction. If the pains 
remain weak and the hemorrhage continue after 
plugging the cervix and vagina or rupturing the 
membranes, they may be prolonged and strength- 
ened by the drug. Ergot does not appear to 
produce contractions, so that it is little use in an 
atonic uterus; in other cases it has no effect be- 
vause the patient may have an idiosyncracy for the 
drug. Parmentier, when investigating the effects 
of ergot, took half a drachm of powdered ergot for 
eight days and experienced no untoward symp- 
toms; and certain individuals after eating highly 
ergotised rye-bread feel no evil effects; hence it 
is a somewhat uncertain drug. It appears only to 
have its specific effect upon the parturient uterus. 

It was at one time largely used in cases of 
uterine inertia in the first and second stages of 
labour, but the danger of its produeing tonic 
uterine contraction has led most obstetricians to 
discountenance its use in this condition. Eden 
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says: “It may be administered towards the end 
of the second stage as a preventative of third 
stage or post-partum inertia under certain well- 
defined conditions as follows: if the presentation 
is a vertex, the patient a multipara, and no con- 
dition likely to cause obstruction to, or delay in, 
delivery, is present.”

LEEDS MATERNITY HOSPITAL 


A HOUSEHOLD and farm produce market was held in 
fA aid of the Leeds Maternity Hospital on Friday, 
October 1st; at the Trinity Schoolrooms, Leeds, when a 
tempting display of edibles lured the visitor to buy. The 
nurses of the hospital did not hold a stall this time, but 
matron (Miss Edwards) was busy assisting, whilst warm 
tribute was paid to the labours of the staff by the various 
speakers. Mrs. A. W. Bain, an ex-Lady Mayoress of 
Leeds, declared the market open, and at the same time 
detailed some of the latest activities of the hospital. Four 
hundred and twenty births have taken place in the wards 
since last January, and three hundred and sixty on district 

considerably more than in the whole previous year 
whilst there are twenty midwifery pupils in training. A 
special feature, too, is the private work which is now 
being done from the hospital. 

With all this increase of work it was not surprising to 
learn that an increase of staff has been necessary. That 
a decrease of income should ensue is one of the ironies 
of war-time, which finds all charitable institutions faced 
with the problem of how to do more work on less pay
